FORTY LIVES WERE LOST.

D e t r o i t , Mich., Sept. 22.— One 
of the most fatal railroad 
wrecks 
ever 
reported in this country, o c ­ 
curred at Kingsbury, Ind., on the 
Wabash railroad, this morning. 
A freight trnin was standing on a 
siding waiting for the Chicago E x ­ 
press to pass, when just as the ex­ 
press came thundering along at a 
high rate of speed a brakeman a b ­ 
sent-mindedly threw 
the 
switch, 
sending the express crashing into 
the freight train 
instead of along 
the main track. 
The crash when the two engines 
came together was like an earth­ 
quake and heavily loaded passenger 
coaches 
were 
crushed 
like 
egg­ 
shells, 
while 
freight 
cars 
and 
coaches were mingled in one mass 
of wreckage. 
Conductor Coulter, of the pas­ 
senger train, and Engineers Ashley 
and Green, were instantly killed. 
The 
passengers and train 
men 
who were not too seriously injured 
at once went to work to relieve the 
wounded and suffering. 
Assistance 
was 
summoned 
and 
physicians 
called from the surrounding roun- 
try. 
When help arrived the scene was 
impossible of description, while the 
shrieks and groans of the wounded 
were heart rending. 
Willing hands took up the work 
of 
rescue and 
soon twelve dead 
bodies were taken from the wreck. 
It is believed that fully fijrty lives 
were lost and more than that num­ 
ber of persons were injured. 
A rumor was received here to the 
effect that the wreck had taken fire 
and was burning furiously, 
but as 
the wires are down and direct com ­ 
munication cut off it is impossible 
to get full particulars. 
The wreck is said to be thc worst 
ever known in the section where it 
occurred.

Goodrich, of thc Chicago division, 
says that the wreck at Kingsbury 
was not as bad as reported, and, 
that so far as he is informed, 
only 
ten people were killed, three train­ 
men and seven passengers.

been bent over, or the ties forced 
out of their position.

age was ( lone to the locomotive and 
coaches, 
and

Moberly 35 minutes late.

The body during this time had 
not been taken from the cart, so at 
the suggestion of some one in the 
crowd, they took it over to the edge 
of the river to burn it. 
Fences were 
torn down, store boxes taken and 
some one with an ax cut down sev­ 
eral cedar trees near by. 
The dry 
wood was laid in a large pile, but 
arranged so it would burn freely, 
and on this heap the negro’s body 
was laid. 
On top of all the cedar 
boughs were thrown, and then, just 
before touching the match, two gal­ 
lons of coal oil was poured on the 
pile. 
A match was touched to it 
and the flames from the burning oil 
shot rapidly up. 
It was an awful 
sight, and all present felt as if the 
fiend had met his just punishment. 
It was not long before the crowd 
dispersed, but all the morning men, 
and sometimes an occasional w o­ 
man, were seen going toward the 
place of burning in sijuads of threes 
or fours. 
Everyone that went seem­ 
ed to contribute something to the 
blaze by throwing a twig or chip on 
it. 
All that was remaining of Smith

Coroner Gray and a jury repaired 
early to the scene of the lynching 
and, after viewing the body, ren­ 
dered a verdict that the negro came 
to his death at the hands of persons 
unknown to them.

surging mass of men which had as­ 
sembled would not permit this.

Voted Agninnt n Vut, 
Since August 26 the forces of or­ 
ganized labor on the Union Pacific 
have been voting on three proposi­ 
tions submitted for their considera­ 
tion. 
First— Shall we accept a 10 per 
cent cut for an indefinite time? 
Second— Shall we accept a 10 per 
cent cut until January i, 1894? 
Third— Shall we offer the co m ­ 
pany a loan of 10 per cent of our 
monthly wages until January i, 1894. 
In addition they have been dis­ 
cussing the question of federation. 
The votes of nearly 
1^5,000 men 
have been counted, the Kansas di­ 
vision being the last outside of the 
Nebraska division, which covers the 
territory between Omaha and D en­ 
ver. 
The votes were 
practically 
unanimous against any cut whatever, 
and overwhelmingly in favor of fed­ 
eration on the Nebraska division. 
T he men voted to make a loan to 
the company of 10 per cent, of their 
monthly salaries until January i, 
1894. 
The 
meeting of the protective 
board of the system, which con ­ 
venes at Omaha next M onday in 
consequence of the voting of the 
men, will have the final arrange­ 
ments to make for carrying out the 
expressed wish of the men and at the 
same time devise rules for the feder­ 
ation agreed upon. The meeting will 
extend into October. 
There are officers to elect, sched­ 
ules to revise and 
several minor 
grievances to take up. 
Just what 
action will be taken by the Union 
Pacific when this federation and re­ 
sult of the vote is made known to 
the company is impossible to say. 
T he railway company may agree to 
the loan plan or may compromise
